What was lacking in number* at the Farm- 
era' Union meeting at the Courthouse yester- 
day afterr.oon was certainly made op in enthu- 
siaam by those present. 

The aim of the Farmers' Union, as enunci- 
ated by Hon. 5\ D. Rigdon of Bracken county, 
the principal speaker at yesterday's meeting, 
may be feasible and the proper thing for the 
farmer to do, but to a large number the plan 
will certainly appear impracticable. 

The contract to which {IP* of the farmers of 
the Burley Tobacco Districts of Kentucky, Ohio, 
Indiana and West Virginia are called on and 
expected to sign reads— 

The undersigned partios to this contract shall 
consist of land owners and tenanta only, who 
hereby organize themselves for their mutual 
protection, and in consideration of BOB of the 
tobacco growers of the Burley Growing Dis- 
trict signing same on or before December 24th, 
1906, agree, contract and bind themselves to 
raise no tobacco in the year 1906; and agree 
further that no tobacco whatever shall be 
grown for the year 1906 upon any land belong- 
ing to them. The 'parties to the contract 
further agree if they should sell, rent or trans- 
fer any land of which they are now possessed, 
that this contract shall apply to same, and no 
tobacco shall be grown thereon. Any lessee of 
lands signing this contract shall be put in the 
same position as the lessor, and this agreement 
shall bind him in every respect as it would bind 
the owner of same, bttt waives no right of the 
tenant acquired by the rental contract except 
that which refers to the cultivation of tobacco. 

Now, what is to become of the tenant during 
the tie-up and embargo on the land? 

As a rule he is poor and dependent upon his 
landlord from season to season for his living, 
and how many of the land-owners will be will- 
ing to maintain him during this season of idle- 
Dew? 

His services in growing other crops are not 
needed, as that part of the farm industry is 
managed and carried on by the land owner for 
bis own exclusive profit and 

Then the only alternative is to let the tenant 
go and for the time being look out for himself 
A few thrifty tenants who have something 
laid aside may be able to tide over between 
seasons, but a large majority will be left out 
in tbe cold

There will 
be a number of bills introduced at the opening 
of CongreM, which will sweep away all inter- 
mediate ittpfl and will provide that the I'nited 
States Government shall go into the life insur- 
ance business and into tire and marine in- 
surance as well, if such a thing be possible. 
< >f course, no one expects that any such radical 
legislation will he passed at this session of 
Congress, but several members of the House 
seem to havo become imbued with the idea 
that the time is ripe for a radical and even a 
socialistic departure in the direction of a more 
paternalistic theory of Government.
